which zinc haa been found in the 
western Kentucky district In 
next week's I'kkbh we shall ha\e 
rather a full report of some *\ten 
aive prospecting *>eiiig now cur- 
ned on in that section with the 
views of mining men. 

There are several properties in 
this district where hand jig* 
oould be used to advantage. 

The following explanation of 
their workinga will be found of 
considerable interest, it hem* 00 
pied from the Zinc News: 

'Hand jig propositions' are 
sometimes wonderful produoen 
considering the oomparatmdv 
crude methods which ure in use in 
the Joplin district. The term is 
one little understood by the gene- 
ral public, aud therefore an expla- 
nation is in order. First, let it 
be known that iu the Joplin die. 
triot all ore, after beiug crushed 
into small fragments, (usually to 
1-8 inch chips i is thrown into b \ 
es with perforated metal bottoms. 
The buxee, by means of steam or 
hand power are agitated vigorous 
ly iu a second and larger box, in 
whioh ia water. The difference in 
the specific grav ity of the zinc aud 
lead and rook in which the miner- 
al is found, results in the separa- 
tion of the minerala from the 
worthless rook. The mineral ln> cr 
is shoveled off the top of the 
worthless rock and placed 111 bins, 
while the rook, or lailingn, is

Tbe property adjoining the 
Mann land on the other side has 
poaeibilities as great as any in the 
district, provided a little braina 
oould be mixed with the directions 
given the foreman. 

The American Ziuc Ore oompa 
ny will enter the Wisconsin dis 
triot for the purohaae of zino oree 
for export.

III., 
Zino company, and to the Mineral

Mine operators iu this Held have 
for years felt that theae companies 
have not been paying the market 
value for ores and it bas been fre- 
quently oharged that an agree- 
ment to hold down the price of 
ore exiata between tbe two con- 
cerns This competition will 
likely increase tbe prices paid for 
both lead and zino orea. 

In the Arkansas zino held espe- 
cially, in and around Vellville, 
more work is being done than 
ever before. Tha completion of 
the railroad haa shortened tbe wa- 
gon haul to such an extent that 
this remarkable vein of oarbonate a large amount of ore will be mar-

It it* hardly poaaible to be too 
thorough in prospecting in this 
dlstriei The vein of carbonate 
opened has been approached by 
trenches within two or three feet 
at least twice during the past two 
years. 

Surveys of the Old Jim leading 
into this ground were made, and 
every acientitio method resorted to 
to place the ore; but after all, 
picks and shovels get in their in. 
nings at last and the carbonate was 
brought to light. 

Trenches have been out in ssv. 
eral places fully fifty feet apart, 
and the strong H foot of ore is ex- 
posed in every out made. 

There ia no known reason why 
the proceeds of this body of ore 
should not equal or possibly ex- 
ceed the fortune already attained,

Shipments of "Jack" direct 
from the Old Jim mine to tbe 
Winona, Minn., smelter has been 
continued all the week. We are 
all so accustomed to high grade 
ores in this distriot that thenr-ve- 
ment/of almoat pure eulpbide of 
zino or zino blende taken from the 
vein with scarcely any dreeeing, 
and that done by piokawaya, dcee 
not attract tbe attention it de 
■srves. It is almoat unparelelled 
in any mining diatriot in the world 
that raw zino ore ehould averege 
as tbis does, fifty-four to fifty -eix 
per cent of metallic zino. 

The Marion Mineral Company 
now owns in fee aimple the Miller 
zino property, a mile eouthweet of 
Sheridan, on tbe Plenary dyke. 
It waa partially prospected laat 
year, yielding eome eighty tons of 
sine oarbonate. Owing to diversity 
of interests work was suspended 
last fall. The company has pur- 
chased all tbe heirs and will begin 
work et onoe.

The new tine smelting plant at 
Pueblo, Colo,, wbiob ia operated 
by Belgian and Amerioan oapital 
was blown in last week. Over 200 
men are now employed there, and 
the foroe will be doubled in eixty 
days.

Upholds Louisville Democratic

Tbe jury in the Jett and White 
cases at Jaokaon was discharged 
from servioe after many hours de- 
liberation, having failed to agree 
on a verdict. In the oase of Jett 
one juror, Burns Fitzpstrick, held 
out for acquittal, eleven of the 
jury 'uvoring the death penalty. 
Iu White's oaae seven jurors were 
for acquittal and five for convic- 
tion After discharging the jury 
Judge Kedwiue tranaferred the 
cases lo Cynthiana for trial and 
ordered tbe prisoners taken to the 
Lexington jail for safe keeping. 
The Shelby ville and Danville mi. 
litia companies were withdrawn, 
and the only aoldiers left in Jack- 
son are tbe members of tbe pro- 
vost guard.

the primary. The deoiaion is a 
olear knockout for Allie Youug 
at every point. Tbe opinion was 
banded down by Judge Paynter. a 
majority of the court concurring. 

Aa to the committee the court 
holds that if the State convention 
gave tbe State Central Committee 
authority to remove local commit- 
tees, it did not delegate that au- 



oourt to prevent interference wit 
the committee and the primary ia 
declared to have been the proper 
remedy.

THE TOBACCO WORM. 



Its Habits, and the Best Way of 
Removing It. 



The following interesting mut- 
ter in regard to the tobacco worm 
is from a report of the State I 
leg*- of Kentuoky: 

A knowledge of the life history 
of this insect, and particularly of 
the number of broxls of worms 
which appear eaoh season, is of I 
good deal of importance iu spray 
ing After gathering up all of my 
notes for three years, I find that 
there is some evidence of three 
Hnuual broods, instead of two, (is 
has been thought to be the num- 
ber through the South. 

On June 8, 1900, adult mouths 
were captured by me at Lexington 
These probably represented the 
adults from worms which went in 
the ground and changed to pupa 
in the fall of 1901. < >n July 3rd 
a nearly grown worm was taken 
from a tomato plant in my garden 
and on July '.Uh it had changed to 
a pupa in the ground. 

Young worms receatly batobad, 
have been observed on tobacco 
July 1901; July 1901; July 
II, 11*01 ; August '.». 1901, and Sep 
tember 1901. 

Those observed during the Bral 
half of July, probably represent a 
second brood, the first one devel- 
oped on tomatoes or on some other 
plant. The third brood would, 
therefore, be the one which dp- 
pears during early August and 
does much of the injury to tobac 
00. The young worms which were 
noted by me last fall on the refuse 
tobacco leaf after cutting, are pro 
bably from occasiunal adults <>f 
the third brood, which during the 
long, mild autums, come out in fall 
instead of spring. (I took Sept 
I s , 1 1*01 , a moth just from the 
grouud and the wing not yet ex- 
panded l. Such young are liable 
at any time to be destrjyed by the I 
frost, and I thiuk ordinarily they 
do not become adult; still it is al- 
together probable that daring 
some of the exceptionally mil 1 
fall and winter weather experien- 
ced here some go into the ground 
to pass the winter. 

To the grower the important 
facts in this life history of the in- 
oect are the appearance of a brood 
iu early July, and another in ear- 
ly August. 

It is not necessary to spray to- 
bacco more than three times, pro- 
vided the times of making the ap- 
lication are well chosen. 

Judging by expemnce the pro- 
per time to apply paris green it* 
early in July, and again in early 
August, but extended experience 
will probably show the broods to 
vary somewhat in times of ippeai
